Mr.  Condie  started  setting  his 
straight  A grades  back  in  high 
school,  and  has  only  four  hours  of 
less  than  A grade  in  his  college 
work.

The  council  approved  an  elastic 
clause  in  the  honor  code  proced- 
ure which  provided  for  .a  “jug- 
gling” of  punishment  in  accord- 
ance with  individual  cases.

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Survey  Shows  Coeds 
Mix  Marriage, 
Careers 

Random  surveys  of  college  stu-  , 
dents  seem  to  be  gaining  in  pop- 
ularity. At  Syracuse,  the  Daily 
Orange  polled  50  coeds  and  found 
that  70  per  cent  favored  combin- 
ing marriage  and  a career;  20 
per  cent  favored  marriage  alone; 
and  less  than  10  per  cent  wanted 
a career  with  no  marriage  in- 
volved. However,  even  the  most 
vehement  opponents  of  outside 
work  after  marriage,  felt  that 
coeds  should  think  of  the  future 
by  choosing  college  courses  that 
could  be  turned  into  earning 
power. 

Meanwhile,  the  State  College 
News  reports  that  a survey  of  18 
women  and  26  men  produced  the 
following  information.  Women 
get  an  average  of  18  minutes 
sleep  per  day  more  than  men.

Final  Rally  Fails  Short, 
Minson,  Hutchins  Shine 

Brigham  Young  University’s  touring  Cougars 
dropped  a torrid  tilt,  71-69,  to  national  champions, 
City  College  of  New  York,  Tuesday  night,  but  in 
doing  so  they  lost  no  prestige  only  proving  that 
they  were  among  the  nation’s  best. 

Before  12,000  screaming  fans  in  Madison 
Square  Garden,  the  Cats  ably  demonstrated  that 
they  were  definitely  in  the  same  class  as  the 
“Grand  Slam”  titlists,  and  that  in  Mel  Hutchins 
and  Roland  Minson  were  a pair  of  cagers  equal  in 
finesse  and  of  the  same  caliber  as  All-American 
Ed  Warner  and  Ed  Roman. 


Hutchins  and  Minson  Star 
The  “Big  Elf’  and  the  “Cat”  tallied  24  points 
apiece  to  practically  offset  the  24  and  26  counters 
made  by  Warner  and  Roman,  respectively. 

After  starting  his  second  team,  Coach  Nat  Hol- 
man took  only  a couple  of  minutes  to  see  that  they 
weren’t  enough  for  the  sharp-shooting  Cats  and 
sent  in  his  main  squad.  Neither  team  built  up 
more  than  a six-point  margin  at  any  point  in  the 
game,  and  score  seemed  to  be  tied  up  almost  every 
other  basket. 


Leading  more  than  their  share  of  the  time,  the 
Cougars  rallied  brilliantly  in  the  waning  minutes 
of  the  game  to  overcome  a 69-63  City  College  lead, 
the  largest  and  practically  the  only  one  held  by 
the  Beavers  throughout  the  contest. 

Trying  desperately  to  pull  out  a victory,  the 
Cougars  became  overly  eager  in  the  closing  min- 
utes and  maimed  their  chances  with  a flurry  of 
personal  fouls  on  which  the  Beavers  capitalized 
with  deadly  accuracy. 

Apparently  amazed  at  the  last  minutes  Cougar 
comeback,  the  Beavers  controlled  the  ball  during 
the  final  59  seconds,  rejecting  charity  tosses  three 
times. 

City  College  Stalls 

Sizzling  shooting  from  the  field  was  displayed 
by  both  teams  as  City  College  potted  29  of  79  shots 
and  the  Cats  clipped  the  net  for  27  in  83  attempts. 

The  accurate  hook  shots  and  tailing  of  towering 
Ed  Roman  provided  the  needed  counter  to  BYU’s 
furious  attack  and  Mel  Hutchins’  control  of  the 
back  boards.

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Marshall,  Maroon  Tilts 
Conclude  Eastern  Tour 

With  a convincing  win  from  highly-rated  Ni- 
agara University  to  their  credit  and  an  enraging 
69-71  loss  to  City  College  of  New  York,  national 
champaions,  to  prod  them  on,  Brigham  Young 
University  hoopsters  will  close  their  eastern  tour 
against  a pair  of  powerful  quints. 

The  Cougars  clash  with  Eastern  Kentucky  at 
Richmond,  Ky.,  tonight  and  then  move  on  for 
their  final  tilt  with  Marshall  at  Huntington,  West 
Va.,  Saturday. 

The  Kentucky  Maroons,  ranked  eleventh  in  the 
nation  in  final  polls  last  year,  will  be  sparked  by 
a crew  of  returning  veterans.  The  Kentuckians 
won  the  coveted  Ohio  Valley  Conference  tourna- 
ment last  year. 

The  Maroons  also  defeated  Beloit  University 
and  Bowling  Green  during  their  1949-50  march; 
both  of  these  teams  downed  the  Y on  their  eastern 
tour  last  year. 

Kentucky  Has  Sophs,  Too 

Similar  to  the  Cougars,  Kentucky  will  have  a 
large  group  of  sophomore  players  up  from  an  un- 
defeated freshman  squad  with  some  reliable  jun- 
iors and  seniors  to  add  stability  to  the  ranks. 

The  Marshall  Thundering  Herd  has  accumu- 
lated an  impressive  string  of  288  victories  against 
114  defeats  during  the  past  fifteen  years.  In  ad- 
dition to  three  Buckeye  Conference  champion- 
ships the  Herd  was  NAIB  chainpion  in  1947,  and 
winner  of  the  Los  Angeles  National  tournament  in 
1948. 

Amazing  Comparison 

Marshall’s  record  last  season  was  amazingly 
comparable  to  BYU’s,  the  only  difference  being 
that  they  accomplished  their  ends  in  24  games 
while  the  Y took  32. 

BYU  won  21  games  and  lost  11,  Marshall  won 
15  and  lost  nine.  BYU  chalked  up  a season  total 
of  1760  points,  the  Herd  counted  1761.  Cougar 
opponents  scored  1580  points,  Marshall  gave  their 
competitors  1561. 

Marshall’s  “Big  Three,”  Robert  Koontz, 
George  White,  and  Donald  Brown  (all  of 
whom  are  returning  this  year),  scored  nearly 
1150  points,  approximately  the  same  as  Nelson, 
Minson,  and  Hutchins  and  in  practically  the 
same  proportion.

Bertrand  F.  Harrison,  head  of  the  Brigham  Young  University 
Botany  department,  said  that  it  serves  as  a service  department  for 
those  other  fields,  and  presents 


basic  courses  which  deal  with  the 
nature  of  the  plant.  He  believes 
that  the  more  important  phases 
of  botany  are  little  understood, 
and  the  more  basic  aspects  of 
botany,  such  as  the  naming  of 
plants  are  assumed  to  represent 
the  predominant  concern  of  the 
field.  This,  however,  is  but  a be- 
ginning place  from  which  to  pro- 
ceed to  the  other  phases,  and  to 
establish  an  acquaintance  with 
plants. 

In  the  botany  courses,  a plant 
is  examined  to  see  how  it  is  con- 
structed. The  all-important  pro- 
cess by  which  the  plant  manufac- 
tures its  food — the  process  in 
which  plants  differ  from  other 
living  organisms — is  then  ex- 
plored. The  manner  in  which  food 
reserves  are  transformed  into  liv- 
ing substances,  and  how  in  infi- 
nite complexity  and  beauty  the 
plant  forms  new  cells  and  new 
systems  which  comprise  the  whole 
organism,  is  studied. 


made  to  protect  themselves 
against  these  diseases  are  many 
and  varied.  Some  are  structural; 
others  are  a sort  of  chemical  war- 
fare which  plants  developed  long 
before  it  ever  occurred  to  the 
mind  of  man.  One  such  device  is 
the  production  of  penicillin  and 
other  antibiotics  which  have  come 
to  be  used  for  great  benefit  to 
mankind. 

Dr.  Harrison  says,  “besides  all 
these,  there  is  another  aspect  of 
the  study  of  plant  life  which  is 
ever-present.  We  live  on  an 
earth  which  is  clothed  in  a mantel 
of  green  vegetation — sometimes 
sparse,  sometimes  dense — but  al- 
ways present;  a world  of  green 
that  is,  in  its  season,  dotted  or 
overwhelmed  by  masses  of  color. 
To  the  extent  that  we  are  aware 
of  this  world  of  plants  on  which 
we  depend  for  life,  comfort  and 
beauty,  we  are  all  botanists.

Students  Get  Old  Exams 

According  to  the  Clarkston  In- 
tegrator, the  mathmetics  depart- 
ment of  the  University  of  Akron 
is  going  to  make  it  easy  for  stu- 
dents to  get  hold  of  old  tests.  The 
department  is  setting  up  a file 
system  in  the  university  library 
which  will  include  the  examina- 
tions of  the  previous  semesters. 

The  head  of  the  math  depart- 
ment was  quoted  as  saying  that 
he  felt  this  was  a big  step  toward 
the  creation  of  better  feeling  be- 
tween faculty  and  studentbody. 
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Then  is  considered  the  numer- 
ous ways  in  which  these  plants 
reproduce  themselves,  patterns 
which  follow  a common  plan 
which  demonstrate  the  -oneness 
of  all  the  great  kingdom  of  plants.

They  have 
headaches,  colds  and  fevers;  an- 
emia, cancer  and  athletes  foot, 
and  botanists  usually  refer  to 
them  by  such  term  as  “mosaic,” 
“chlorosis,”  and  “galls.”  They  are 
caused  by  other  plants  such  as 
molds,  smuts,  bacteria,  by  primi- 
tive animals  and  viruses.  The
